THE TREATY MAY GOIN TODAY. 


Men Close to the Administration Are 
Given Notice to That Effect—Its 
Relation to the Tariff Bill—Re- 
moval of Objectionable Features, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRKE.} 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The treaty 
for the annexation of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands to the United States will be sent 
to the Senate by President McKinley 
tomorrow, unless the present plans are 
changed. Men close to the administra- 
in push- 
ing through the Tariff Bill have 
been informed that the treaty will be 
transmitted to the Senate tomorrow. 
It is stated that there will. be no con- 
sideration of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
provision of the Tariff Bill unti? the 
treaty is received. 

One point of importance in which the 
treaty differs from the convention nego- 
tiated by Secretary Foster in President 
Harrison’s administration is the omis- 
sion of any provision for ex-Queen Lil- 
iuokalani and Princess Kaltulani. In 
the original treaty it was provided 
that the government of the United 
States should pay the ex-Queen the 
sum of $20,000 cash and the same 
amount of money as a pension each 
year during the remainder of her nat- 
ural life, provided that she in good 
faith submitted to the government of 
the United States and the local govern- 
ment of the islands. Princess Kaiu- 
lani, being next in the line of royal 
blood, was to receive a cash payment of 
$150,000, but no pension, under a similar 
proviso as in the case of the ex-Queen. 

A SIGNIFICANT REQUEST. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—At the re- 
quest of Senator Allison, the Hawaiian 
provision in the Tariff Bill has been 
passed over by the Senate. 

CABINET DISCUSSION. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—All mem- 
bers of the Cabinet were present when 
the meeting hour arrived, and as it was 
the first session for a week, there were 
many matters of routine ‘business that 
required attention today. The meeting 
did not last an unusually long time. 
The matters of public interest under 
discussion were the projected annexa- 
tion of Hawaii and the state of affairs 
in Cuba. 

It can be stated unequivocally, as the 
result of today’s Cabinet meeting, that 
no important action relating to Cuba 
will be taken by the administration 
until a new Minister to Madrid has 
been chosen, and is at his post ready 
for the duties of his mission. This fact 
is significant, in that it means that 
some weeks must certainly elapse be- 
fore the President will take any @qction

The difficulty in find- 
ing a man satisfactory to the President 
to fill the post at Madrid delays action. 
The delay is somewhat vexatious to the 
administration, which is anxious to be- 
gin negotiations with Spain looking to 
the amelioration in some form of the 
condition of affairs in Cuba as speedily 
as possible. Several names were talked 
over today, but the discussion was 
fruitless. 

LATER:—It was the expectation that 
the treaty this afternoon would receive 
the formal signatures of the negotia- 
tors, Secretary Sherman for the United 
States, and either Minister Hatch or 
Lorrin A. Thurston as a special com- 
missioner for the Hawaiian govern- 
ment. The document itself had been 
prepared, and everything was in readi- 
ness when it was taken again to the 
White House for the President’s final 
inspection review. Secretary 
Sherman remained at the department 
later than is his custom, tn order to 
receive the Hawaiians, but finally at 4 
o'clock the attempt to secure the sig- 
nature of the treaty today has been 
abandoned. This may prevent the sub- 
mission of the treaty to the Senate to- 
morrow, as was the intention of the 
Cabinet, but the delay in any case wil 
not be material.

decided that its pendency in the Sen- 
ate would not necessarily cause any 
| Consseernnee obstruction to the progress 
of the Tariff Bill, and while there is 
every disposition on the part of the 
President to avoid any interference 
with the rights of the Senate in the 
matter, it can be stated that the 
treaty will not go in with any idea that 
it is not the wish of the Executive that 
it should be acted upon promptly. 


MATTERS OF PROCEDURE. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The sug- 
gested course of procedure when the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty is sent to 
the Senate is that it should be made 
public in order that the proposition to 
restore the House provision in the 
Tariff Bill may be accomplished with 
the understanding that the treaty of 
annexation possibly will be in effect 
before .a year’s notice of abrogation 
could be given. One reason given for 
making the treaty public would be that 
it’ could be discussed 
_with the Hawaiian, provision the 
bill. 

It is not believed that there will be 
any attempt to secure immediate action 
on the treaty, and possibly it might 
nét be considered at this special. ses- 
sion.. Some question has arisen as to 
whether the Senate is competent to 
act upon a treaty which acquired terri- 
tory, and if the House would not be 
called upon to concur, but the prece- 
dents are that the treaty-making 
power—the President and the Senate— 
can act, and the only manner in which 
the House would be considered would 
be in case an appropriation was neces- 
sary to carry the treaty into effect. 

The manner in which the treaty will 
come before the House is in the para- 
graph which provides that the United 
States shall assume the present debt of 
Hawaii. This will not in any way ef- 
fect the treaty or interfere in its adop- 
tion. Irrespective and before any ac- 
tion will be submitted to the House 
will come the ratification of the treaty 
by the Senate. If the treaty is rati- 
fied, no action by the House can 
change the condition. The failure of 
the House to appropriate money to pay 
the debt or interest on it may become 
a future complication, but the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty by the Senate will 
annex the islands. 


WILL SIGN TODAY. 


Hawaiian Commissioners Satisfied 

with the Treaty and Prospects. 

{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Secretary Sherman for the 
United States, and Minister Hatch, 
Special Commissioners Thurston and 
Binney, will tomorrow sign a 
convention by which Hawaii is 
made a part of the United States. The 
treaty was this afternoon approved by 
the President, and was sent to the Ha- 
waiians for consideration. They were 
not disposed to make changes, and _ so 
when the meeting is held tomorrow for 
an exchange of ratifications, there will 
be no hitch.

It is 
claimed by the commissioners here 
that there will be a solid Republican 
vote on the message of annexation, all 
Populists and fourteen Democrats. 
This will make fifty-nine votes, and 
there is no doubt expressed that there 
will be less than the full strength of 
the Senate voting, or that in event of 
the full strength extra votes will be 
secured.

tion. The Rio Grande Western and 
the Denver and Rio Grande refused 
to pay less to the Short Line than 
they are paying at present, saying 
they were doing exactly what the 
Union Pacific had done, and the Un- 
ion Pacific gave formal notice of 
withdrawal from the association. Its 
attitude caused some feeling among 
the other rodds, and some very plain 
talking was done in the meeting, in 
the course of which the Union Pacific 
intimated that if matters were forced 
much further it would reduce the 
rates between Ogden and the Missouri 
River. It afterwards partially with- 
drew this threat, and the meeting ad-

Anti-trust Amendment Tabied. ~

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Re 
publican caucus last night determined 
not to incorporate in the Tariff Bill the 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Spooner to postpone the time when 
certain features of the sugar schedule 
should go into effect until six months 
after the bill passed with the intention 
of compelling the Sugar Trust to dis- 
pose of surplus sugar that had been 
imported pending consideration of the 
Tariff Bill at a rate which would not 
allow it great profit. 

The position taken by a large ma- 
jority of the Republican Senators was 
that it would be impracticable to have 
the various portions of ‘he bill go inte 
effect at different times. If the action 
was taken on sugar, it would have to 
be taken on wool and other items. The 
argument was advanced that in chang- 
ing tariffs no provision could be made 
against the advantage taken by buyers 
of foreign goods. If the tariff was to 
be reduced importations would be 
held back, and if the tariff was to 
be raised, importations would be rushed 
in. This is notably true of sugar, and 
the caucus decided there was no way 
of reaching importers and that no 
single article should be selected upom 
which to postpone the effect of the new 
tariff. 

The defeat of Senator Spooner’s prop- 
osition was not accomplished until 
after a hard fight.

SUGAR SCHEDULE SETTLED. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Sen- 
ate made a great stride forward today 
by completing the consideration of the 
sugar schedule of the Tariff Bill, ex- 
cept the provision relating to Haweii, 
which went over. This schedule has 
been the storm center of the entire 
bill, and with it disposed of there is a 
better prospect for speedy action in the 
bill as a whole. ‘ 

The first paragraph of the sugar 
schedule has served to bring out all 
the speeches and the test votes, and 
when this was passed early today, the 
other paragraphs of the echedule were 
agreed to without further opposition. 
As agreed to, the schedule places on 
sugar not above No. 16, Dutch stand- 
ard, 1 cent per pound and .03 of 1 
cent for every degree above 75, and on 
sugars above No. 16, Dutch standard, 
1.95 cents per pound, but on sugars 
testing below 8&7 deg., one-tenth of 1 
cent a pound shall be deducted. The 
other provisions of the schedule relate 
to maple sugar, maple syrup, candy, 
etc. 

Only one yea-and-nay vote was 
taken during the day, on the amend- 
ment of Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky to 
make the rate 1.8 cents per pound on 
sugar above No. 16, Dutch standard. 
The amendment was defeated by 33 
to 35.

QUICK WORK NECESSARY TO SAVE 
IMMIGRANTS, 


Forty Sick Foreigners Removed 
from the Hospital at Ellis Isl- 
and—The Government Loses 
Heavily by the Blase—A Lurid 
Scene,

NEW YORK, June 15.—Fire at an 
early ‘hour. this morning destroyed the 
station that covered almost 
all of Ellis Island, causing a loss of 
$780,000 to the United States govern- 
ment. All the government records and 


the baggage of immigrants was 

burned. 
The 250 immigrants were rescued 

from the burning structure and 


» brought safely to this city. Not one 


of them received a burn. There were 
forty patients in the wooden hospital 
building In the rear of the main struct- 
ure, Who were carried out just before 
the’ hospital took fire. The ‘cause of 
the fire is as yet a mystery. It started 
in the east end of the main structure, 
which was more than eleven hundred 
feet long and three stories high. The 
first floor of this building was almost 
entirely given up te-baggage, while 
the eastern end of the second story 


' was used for offices. The third story 


was used as a reveiwing gallery. The 
middle and southern portions of the 
first two stories were used for land- 
ing bureaus and detention rooms. It 
was in this part of the buildings that 
most of the immigrants were sleeping 
last night.

The Godly Man Meets Competition by 
Cutting the Price of Flour and 
Raising Dock Rates—They 
See His Bluff.

TACOMA (Washb.,) June 15.—[{Special 
Dispatch.] Rev. John Duncan, mis- 
sionary to the Metlakahtla Indians in 
Northern Alaska, is not having things 
all his own way in the matter of trade 
up north. The Alaska Miner says the 
missionary may have builded better 
than he knew. Several Indians, acting 
in the spirit of emulation, have started 
stores of their own, and in some in- 
Stances they carry a stock of from 
$6000 to $10,000. There are six stores of 
this description on their island. | 

These educated Indians have arrived 
at the conclusion that there is money 
in commercial life, and have decided 
to compete with Mr. Duncan and his 
Portland capitalists. Duncan has met 
this competition frst by selling flour 
at $1.25 a sack and then raising dock 
rates to $3 per ton upon all goods not 
landed for his store. The Indians 
have determined to build a dock of 
their. own, and have announced that 
they will complete it this summer and 
allow any one to land there who 
wishes to. 

This is no idle boast, as they have 
plenty of money and can pay cash for 
the work the do not do themselves. 
Educational and religious movements 
on the island dre being overshadowed 
by commercial matters.

A NEW ‘DESTROYER. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—A _ dispatch 
to the Press from Lockport, N. Y., 
says: 

“Last month a young Cuban came 
here and took measurement on the 
canal locks. He could not explain the 
nature of his visit. This morning he 
came through here on a strange craft, 
cigar-shaped, fifty feet long and 
bound for New York, where, it is said, 
he will turn the boat over to the 
Cuban junta. The boat was built by 
Company of 
Cleveland, and is in charge of Frank 
Lambson, engineer, and William Ber- 
lin of the Cleveland company. Three 
Cubans are on board. They are An- 
tonio Muzario, Regina Aguirre and 
Calaxto Reveni. 

‘The vessel is a submarine destroyer. 
The outer shell is of steel, and the 
boat itself is operated by steam. It 
has no smokestacks, as its generating 
apparatus consumes no smoke. It 
can attain a speed of twenty-eight 
miles an hour, and has shown even 
a higher rate of speed in a recent of- 
ficial trial on Lake Erie. The fires 
under the boilers are fed with bitu- 
minous coal and crude petroleum. 
When beneath the surface of the 
water, the steam is turned into a 
condenser or a reservoir, which will 
hold it until the surface is reached, 
when the vapor is allowed to escape. 
Much of the steam returns to water 
in the mean time, and is properly se- 
cured. The boat is running through 
the canal at a uniform rate of ten 
miles an hour. 

“Mr. Berlin said that the boat was 
to be used for dynamiting purposes, 
and to protect the landing of filibus- 
tering expeditions upon the Island of 
Cuba. This. submarine diver is calcu- 
lated to baffle all torpedo-catchers and 
destroyers, and fasten death and de- 
struction to Spanish gunboats and 
cruisers patrolling the high seas and 
approaches ta Cuba.

BLOODY BUTLER. 


Trial of the Murderer of Capt. 
ler is Begun.

SYDNEY (N. 8S. W.,) June 15.—The 
trial of Frank Butler, the Australian 
who is suspected of killing fourteen 
men, and perhaps many more, has be- 
gun on the charge of murdering Capt.

L. J. Aubert, cancelling teller at the 
First National Bank, under protest 
stated that on June 1 a draft was pre- 
sented for collection on the Chemical 
National Bank of New York, which 
bore the indorsement of Theodore Figel 
and B. Joseph. It was for $1487.27.

NO BLAME ATTACHES. 


Coroner at Urbana Exculpates 
-State and County Officials. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

URBANA (0.,) June 15.—Coroner 
Hewitt rendered the following verdict 
tonight on the death of Harry Bell, 
who was kilied when the first attack 
was made on the County Jail on the 
night before the lynching of “Click” 
Mitchell: 

“I do find that the said deceased 
came to his death from a wound in 
the head produced by a rifle ball fired 
by a member of Co. D, Third Regi- 
ment, Ohio National Guard, acting 
under orders from the captain of gaid 
company, and while attempting to de- 
fend the County Jail of Champaign 
county and prevent a crowd of people 
there assembled from doing violence 
to a prisoner, Charles Mitchell, Jr., 
confined therein, charged and con- 
ye ted of rape, on the morning of June 
1897. 

“I fail to find from the testimony of 
the witnesses examined by me any 
failure or neglect on the part of the 
Governor, Asa Bushnell, to promptly 
respond to any request made to him 
by the Sheriff, Louis McLain, for troops 
to assist him in defending said jail or 
protecting said prisoner, and I do not 
find from the testimony so taken by 
me any failure on the part of the Sher- 
iff, Louis McLain, to use all means 
at his hands for protection of said jail 
or to said prisoner. 

“I further find that C. H. Anderson 
ordered the police force of the city to 
do all in its power to preserve order, 
and that he did not in any way try to 
usurp the power of the Sheriff or in 
any manner claim to represent him in 
discharging his duty, but that he, as 
the Mayor of the city, advised the 
crowd there assembled not to attempt 
any violence to the prisoner, Charles 
Mitchell, Jr., and that his conduct on 
that occasion was wholly dtrected 
toward preventing any violence being 
done to the prisoner by the persons 
there assembled, and any further kill- 
ing of the people by the militia.

Chacon Cat His Way Out of the 
Solomonville While the 
Deathwatch Slept. 


NEW WAY OF PAYING BILLS. 


HOW LAWYER SMALLEY SETTLED 
WITH HIS GROCER. 


Migeel Barba’s Shocking Death. 
Tramp’s Giving Phoenix a Wide 
Berth—Prescott Jail Fall 
of Criminals, 


PHOENIX, June 14.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The way that murderers’ 
necks have been slipping unscathed 
through the hangman's noose has be- 
come a scandal to Arizona. Generally 
it is the lawyers that have done it, but 
sometimes it is the officers. This time 
it is the latter. Two guards slent, 
peacefully unconscious that ten feet 
away a murderer, within a week of the 
gallows, was sawing his way to lib- 
ertv. Chacon, the Graham-county 
burglar, flend and murderer, is again 
at large, and no doubt ere no safe in 
his old haunts of Chihuahua, Mex. 

The Governor has offered a reward 
of $500, and the Sheriff has added $200 
more to it, but day after day elapses 
and the chances of recapture diminish 
rapidly. The escape was easy. He 
might have gone before, but he waited 
to learn that legal escape was impossi- 
ble. The Governor refused to commute 
his sentence, and then it was he set to 
and took his departure. The Solomon- 
ville jail is a shell, with nothing be- 
tween the prisoners but a foot of adobe 
wall and two thicknesses of two-inch 
pine boards. Chacon’'s friends had fur- 
nished him a bar and a saw. Wednes- 
day night he waited till his guards had 
dozed off, Guard Barkner in his office 
opposite his cell, and Guard Reaves in 
an empty cell near, and then he easily 
opened a hole through the wall to the 
Sheriff's cffice. In the morning all there 
was to show pertaining to him was the 
hole through the Sheriff's office. Even 
his tracks could not be found. The 
irons in which he was bound were not 
impediment enough to preclude scape. 
The jail and Courthouse were built 
years ago on a jobberv scheme. The 
outlay was $20,000, and the building 
could have been erected from a third 
to a half of that figure. Other escapes 
have been made from the jail, and 
extra guards have been provided. The 
idea of guards is good, but it should be 
stipulated that they do not work and 
sleep at the same time. 

KILLED AT A PICNIC. 

The good little boys’ mothers are hold- 
ing forth on the evils of Sunday picnick- 
ing today in the most graphic manner. 
A picnicker was killed yesterday in an 
untisual and. .terrible -mManner. . His 
brains were dashed out inthe sight of 
hundreds of people, and he was killed 
instantly. Miguel Barba was his name, 
a drug clerk out for a day of it. The 
young man was plucking sunflowers 
from the car steps, and had leaned far 
out to catch a flower, not noticing a tel- 
egraph pole ahead. His head struck 
the pole, there was a sickening blow, 
the body pitched forward to the ground, 
rolling over and over and he was dead. 
The deceased was unmarried and leaves 
a mother and sisters in Tucson.

The salary reinstatement law of the 
last Legislature will not pass unchal- 
lenged in Phoenix. Several county of- 
ficials, beneficiaries of the act in ques- 
tion, have applied to the Board’of Su- 
pervisors,for the amounts granted 
their respective offices. The board re- 
fused, on the ground that the Harri- 
son Act 4 per cent. limit gets in its 
deadly work here. The ex-officials will 
bring suit. The act was sustained by 
the courts of Mariposa county. 

Where is the wild and woolly West? 
To the benighted eastener, it might 
be supposed that Arizona came as near 
being a woolly place as anywhefe. 
Certainly it is not here, nor here- 
abouts. Here the people of Prescott 
are out engaging a “Wild West" show - 
for Fourth of July. They never saw 
anything of the kind outside of a cir- 
cus, and they want to know what it 
is like. Maybe it is woolly up in Wyo- 
ming, or over in New Mexico, or out 
in Nevada, but certainly it isn’t here.

CAPTURED BY HOUNDS. 


AZUSA’S NEGRO ABDUCTOR CHASED 
FIFTEEN MILES. 


He Entered a House at Midnight, 
Setzed a Sleeping Girl aud At- 
tempted to Carry Her Awer. 
Suspected of Other Similar At- 
tempts. 


The blotter at the County Jail shows 
that Jasper Wood, arrested at Azsuse 
by Deputy Sheriff White and charged 
with a felony, was brought in at 9:40 
o’clock last night. 

Between the hours of midnight and 1 
o’clock yesterday morning the parents 
of Addie Wood, a fifteen-year-old giri 
living at Azusa, heard an outcry. Mrs. 
Wood, the girl’s mother, sprang out of 
bed and rushed toward the place 
whence the cry for help came. Mrs. 
Wood and her husband, who closely 
followed her, saw their daughter hang- 
ing to a window sash, and struggling 
with a man who was evidently trying 
to drag the girl through the window. 

As the girl's parents appeared on the 
scene, the man dropped her and her 
clothing, which he had made into «a 
bundle, and ran away. He had taken 
up the girl while she was asleep, and 
had nearly succeeded in accomplishing 
her abduction, when she _ spoiled his 
game by taking a good hold on the 
sash of the window through which he 
was endeavoring to drag her. 

About a month ago Mrs. Wood saw 
a man in her pantry, but could not get 
a good look at him before he made his 
escape. She is confident, however, that 
this man and the man who entered her 
house yesterday morning are the same. 

The matter was reported to Constable 
Crawford, who communicated with 
Sheriff Burr yesterday morning. The 
Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff Will White 
went at once to Azusa, and with Craw- 
ford and one of his deputies, started to 
trail the would-be abductor with the 
assistance of two blood hounds. Yes- 
terday afternoon the officers overtook 
the man they were after, fifteen miles 
from Azusa. The man Was a negro, 
who gave his name as Jaspar Wood. 
His tracks were followed easily, as he 
did not take to the foothills, but fol- 
lowed the bed of the river. Wood was 
-brought to Los Angeles by Deputy 
White. who arrived here with his pris- 
oner about 6 o'clock last night.

PUSH THE GOOD WORK. 

The police authorities are entitled to 
the hearty approval and commendation 
of the public for the vigorous manner 
in which the crusade against the lot- 
tery evil in Los Angeles—and especially 
the Chinese lottery evil—is being 
prosecuted. As Tue ‘Trves has hereto- 
fore shown, this evil has attained co- 
lossal proportione, and the time has ar- 
rived when it must be stamped out by 
the thorough and relentless enforce- 
ment of the law. If the present or- 
dinances are not sufficiently severe, let 
other and more stringent ordinances 
be adopted. 

The war against this vice has been 
well inaugurated. Let it not stop 
until these dens of iniquity have been 
closed up.

The moral sense of this compvnity 
will sustain and applaud the police 
authorities and the courts for pursu- 
ing the most extreme measures pos- 
sible, within the law, for the abatement 
of this great nuisance. . With the 
consciousness that they are acting in 
behalf of the right, in pursuance and 
support of the law, and in obedience 
to the demands of an imperative public 
sentiment, the officers charged with the 
enforcement of the law can go ahead 
with the crusade against the lottery 
evil with good grace. There should 
be a fixed and unalterable determina- 
tion to let no guilty man escape the 
punishment he deserves. Los Angeles 


cannot afford to pursue any half-way 


suggestions, which, coming from such 
a source, are sure to receive careful 
consideration by the Executive. It is 
pointed out that no other agency em- 
ployed for the extension of our for- 
eign trade is capable of giving the 
helpful aid which comes from our con- 
sular service, and that the value of 
this branch of the government as an 
aid to our international commerce 
could be immeasurably increased by 
the adoption of such reforms and im- 
provements in organization and 
methods as are generally recognized as 
needful and proper. 

In the course of his communication 
Mr. Search says truly that the consular 
service of the United States “has al- 
Ways been a conspicuous objective 
point for office-seekers, and the long- 
continued custom of dealing out the 
offices as rewards for political service 
rendered to the party in power has 
been immeasurably detrimental to 
American commercial interests in for- 
eign countries. The two great evils 
from which the eervice has suffered 
have been the appointment of men 
lacking in the needful qualifications, 
and the unnecessary removal of men 
whose experience has made them com- 
petent to discharge with efficiency the 
duties of their positions.” 

That there is force in this contention 
is apparent to even the superficial ob- 
eerver. The consular service should 
certainly be filled by men who are 
qualified, by training and experience, 
to discharge the duties of its import- 
ant positions. Appointees should be 
selected rather with a view to their 
fitness for the work before them: than 
as a reward for political services. But 
it does not follow that political con- 
siderations need necessarily be wholly 
eliminated from the question of ap- 
pointments. A President can gen- 
erally find in his own party plenty of 
men capahle of filling these positions 
with credit to themselves and to the 
government. The one thing essential 
is that he should select from the long 
lists of applicants those who are best 
qualified for the efficient discharge of 
those duties which will be required of 
them in the positions to which they are 
called.

TILLMAN ON IMMIGRATION. 

Even Senator Tillman has some lucid 
intervals. His proposition for a tax of 
$100 per head on all immigrants is not 
without merit, though it would be un- 
wise and impracticable to tack such a 
proposition onto the Tariff Bill as an 
amendment. 

Tillman’s proposed amendment is 
evidently not offered in good faith, 
but rather in a spirit of banter, and 
with a view to hampering the progress 
of tariff legislation as much as possible, 
Nevertheless, considered in the ab- 
stract, the proposition has merit, and 
if offered in good faith, as an inde- 
pendent measure, would be worthy of 
serious consideration. 

The idea of a per capita tax upon 
immigrants is not original with Till- 
man by any means. It has been be- 
fore Congress heretofore, in one form 
or another, and will probably be be- 
fore Congress again. In fact, it is not 
improbable that a law to that effect 
will eventually be enacted, among other 
measures having in view a mitigation 
of the acknowledged evils of whole- 
sale foreign immigration. 

Why should there not be laid a per 
capita tax on immigrants? The United 
States has been aptly termed an “asy- 
lum for the oppressed of all nations,” 
and it has long served the world in 
that capacity. But it costs a great 
deal of money to maintain an inter- 
national asylum of this character, and 
those who seek to enjoy its benefits 
might without impropriety be required 
to pay something for the privilege. 

A reasonable per capita tax on im- 
migrants would not only tend to re- 
strict the number of immigrants, but 
would decidedly tend to improve the 
quality. An intending immigrant who 
could not pay a moderate tax of this 
kind would hardly be likely to prove 
a desirable citizen. The lack of means 
to meet a moderate demand of this 


kind would raise the presumption of 


| thriftlessness, shiftlessness, or incom- 


petency. We want no immigrants of 
this kind, and the sooner they are 
barred out the better it will be for the 


If due and careful consideration be country. 


given to the qualifications of appoint- 
ees, no very serious consequences are 
likely to follow from changes in the 
consular service incidental to changes 
of administration. It often happens 
that changes in the eervice are of 


actual benefit to our foreign commerce. 
Mr. Search summarizes the recom- | 


mendations submitted on behalf of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
as follows: 


1. That the changes in the consu- 
lar service éhall be as few as possible. 

2. ‘That removals shall be made 
only because of demonstrated inca- 
pacity. 

3. That vacancies shall be filled as 
far as possible by promotions or trans- 
fere. 

4. That appointments shall be 
made solely upon the basis of proper 
qualification for the positions, and 
without regard to political service. 

. 6. ‘That only American citizens shall 
be appointed to any consular offices.

UNCERTAINTY ENDED 


TARIFF BILL WILL PASS SOONER 
THAN EXPECTED. ; 


Party Lines not Closely Drawn on 
the Measure by Members of 
the Senate. 


PROTECTION FOR. RAW COTTON. 


SEEMS TO STRIKE SOME SOUTHERN 
DEMOCRATS FAVORABLY. 


A Tariff Commission for Future Leg- 
isiation Growing in Favor—A 
Currency Commission not s0 
Well Thought Of. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The fate of 
the Tariff Bill is no longer regarded as 
uncertain. It will not only pass, but 
sooner than its most optimistic friends 
believed a week ago. Party lines are 
not being closely drawn, and after the 
passage of the Tariff Bill, there seems 
to be a majority in favor of a tariff 
commission that will take the question 
out of politics. For the first time in 
the history of the country raw cotton, 
the great product of the South, has 
been placed upon the dutiable list at 20 
per cent ad valorem. This result 
marked the close of one of the most 
significant and interesting days in the 
Senate since the Tariff Bill has been 
under consideration. 

The proposition to place @ duty upon 
cotton came from a southern man and 
a Democrat, Senator Bacon of Georgie. 
In the final vote he brought no less 
than five of his Democratic colleagues 
to his support, viz., Clay of Georgia, 
McEnery of Louisiana, Tillman and Mc- 
Laurin of South Carolina and Rawlins 
of Utah. Although in suggesting the 
amendment Mr. Bacon had not the sup- 
port of the Finance Committee, hitherto 
a prerequisite to.success for any pro- 
posed c yet the Republicans 
were naturally anxious to vote for it, 
so that the figures by which the amend- 
ment was adopted, 52 to 19, were over- 
whelming. The debate which preceded 
the voting was full of interest, while no 
little concern was manifested by many 
of the Democrats as to the ultimate re- 
sult of the breaking of party lines. In 
fact it has been very hard to hold the 
Democratic side together since the tar- 
iff has been before the Senate. Sen- 
ators White of California and Rawlins 
of Utah broke early from their party 
on account of a duty on borax, while 
the duty on lumber carried off Mr. Ba- 
con and Mr. Clay, both of Georgia. The 
defection yesterday, however, was so 
general as to excite widespread com- 
ment. It was noticeable that the Dem- 
ocrats who voted for the cotton duty 
were all new Senators, while one of 
them, Mr. McLaurin, will soon go be- 
fore the public of his State for re- 
election. Whether these Senators by 
their votes indicate a new sentiment in 
the South is a question that was asked 
yesterday by’ politicians in . both par- 
ties. At any rate, there seemed to be 
a general impression that the duty on 
cotton, thus placed upon a tariff bill 
for the first time, and by the votes of 


southern Demécrats, marked 4 new era 
in politics. 


The plan of the administration to pass 
a bill authorizing the appointment of a 
currency commission cannot, however, 
pass the Senate. The assertions which 
have been made to the effect that the 
President intended to send to Congress 
as soon as the Tariff Bill has passed 
the Senate, a message recommending 
the appointment of a monetary com- 
mission are doubtless true, but it will 
be one thing for the President to rec- 
ommend and another for Congress to 
act. The passage of the necessary law 
through the House is, of course, a mere 
matter of form, so that the assurance 
which Speaker Reed has given to the 
President of cotperation will be real- 
ized so far as the lower branch is con- 
cerned. In the Senate, however, there 
will be a different tale to tell. 

“There will be no monetary commis- 
sion authorized at this session of Con- 
gress,” said Senator Jones of Arkan- 
sas yesterday. “You can put down 
that for a fact. I do not care whether 
we stay until next December, there will 
be no legislation of that kind at this 
session.”’ 

A majority of the Democrats echoed 
Senator Jones’s statement. “If an at- 
tempt is made to force a monetary 
commission,” Said Senator Gorman, 
we will be here in the dog days, and,” 
he added, significantly, “perhaps later. 


Five years ago Rock Creek Park was 
established by the government at a 
cost, of $1,200,000, and it has been se- 
riously questioned whether this money 
was not practically wasted, Louis a. 
Shoemaker now wants to have it util- 
ized for a couritry home for the Presi- 
dent. In this he has the support of a 
good many Congressmen and Senators, 
In support of this interesting sugges- 
tion, he said: : 

“Mr. Lincoln years ago took up a 
residence during a portion of the year 
at the Soldiers’ Home. Mr. Harrison 
more recently did likewise. Mr. Cleve- 
land established a suburban home dur- 
ing both of his terms of office, and it 
is now reported in the newspapers that 
Mr. McKinley has taken a house upon 
a farm in Virginia, and rather remote 
from the White House. All this indi- 
cates very clearly, I think, the neces- 
sity for a permanent suburban home to 
be occupied by the President of the 
United States, at least, during the 
spring and autumn, and, indeed, dur- 
ing the summer, as perhaps the busi- 
ness of the government may require 
him to remain in or near Washington. 
Therefore I desire to submit another 
reason on behalf of the government 
why Sixteenth street should be opened. 
and to suggest that Congress should 
be requested by our district commis- 
sioners or through our Board of Trade 
to not only open this street for travel, 
and thereby develop Rock Creek Park, 
which is of no use to the people at pres- 
ent, but a committee shall be ap- 
pointed to select a site along the line 
of said street, within the limits of the 
park of at least 100 acres. In fact, one 
might be now designated, as I happen 
to be very familiar with all this land, 
and I would suggest the site of the 
old Crystal Springs Hotel, less than 
two and one-half miles from the White 
House, and less than one mile from Mt. 
Pleasant. This location possesses not 
only many natural advantages, but is, 
in my judgment, admirably well suited 
as a proper place upon which to estab- 
lish a suburban home for the President 
of the United States. : 

“Congress should also direct the 
present Park Commission of the city 
of Washington te take charge of this 
tract so selected or designated, and to 
make all necessary improvements in the 
way of developing its existing excep- 
tional natural advantages by laying out 
such roads and pathways as may be 
needed. Nothing need be expended by 
the government for trees and shrub- 
bery, as the natural features of this 
tract are such that like all of Rock 
Creek Park, it requires simply develop- 
ment, and I hope these great natura! 
advantages will be retained as far as 
possible. Of course, I think that Con- 
gress ought to appropriate at least

PEEP AT A MARKET IN BRITTANY 
ON A FINE DAY. 


Never Were There Such Bargains! 


Open-air Shoe Stores, Tents, Um- 
brella Shelters and the Inevita- 
ble “Small Boy.’ 


[New York Tribune:] There is no 
doubt at all that the American farmer's 
wife has a much easier time of it than 
her French sister, for not only are the 
French farmers much poorer as @ class, 
but the women work all day in the 
fields, doing the man’s hardest work. 

However, there are compensations 
unknown to our women, chief among 
them the market day, which is held 
twice a week, an exciting break in the 
field drudgery. Market is held in all 
towns of any size, and all the farmers 
in the surrounding country for miles 
around send their vegetables, poultry, 
@ggs, butter, etc. And it falls to the 
happy lot of the womien to take in the 
produce for sale. 

And what could be gayer than @ mar- 
ket in Brittany on a fine day? And if 
you think that butter and vegetables 
and fish are the only things sold, you 
are very much mistaken, for in the 
market I’m thinking of, in St. Servan 
(near St. Malo,) can buy évery- 
thing under the sun, from old iron to 
fine silk fabrics, from the coarse ‘‘toile’”’ 
the farmers’ wives make their aprons 
and their husbands’ blouses of, which 
would wear, I should think, a hundred 
years, to the sheerest cambrics and 
lawns, “les fonds des boutiques’’—rem- 
nants. These are often brought from 
Paris and sold at absurdly-cheap prices. 

What bustle and movement and 
noise! The saleswomen are crying, 
“Voyez les belles rubans, les belles vio- 
lettes, dentelles de fil, dentelles de soie! 
Achetez, mes dames, achetez!” “Fieur- 
issez vous, mesdames! Oh, 
fleurs! Behold, madame, I sell them 
to you for nothing, les plus choix de 
mon jardin!” 

A crowd ini one corner of the market 
place, eager, becoifed. peasant faces. 
The man in their midst is selling stock- 
i . “Never was there seen such a 
bargain since Noah left his ark! I sell 
them at this price for pure benevolence 
and because of your pretty faces!” 
“Oh quelle blaguer!’’ “Est-il rigolo le 
type!” but they buy just the same. I 
think there must be a chip of the Blar- 
ney Stone near . Servan. Near by 
you see an open-air shoe store held un- 
der an enormous red umbrella as large 
as a tent—not the only umbrella on the 
place, by any means, for most of the 
various venders keep their stores undér 
these gayly-colored arrangements.. Un- 
der this one men, women and children 
are trying on shoes with that sweet un- 
consciousness which is a characteristic 
of the French nation. There is always 
an interested crowd around them who

offer much good advice gratis, and then 


pass on to watch a man who is model- 
ling graceful little clay vases. 
a little tipsy and sings as he works; 
neither of these things takes away any 
of his skill ‘or his popularity with the 
crowd. Sailors in bands come to get 
provisions for their yachts; daintily- 


dressed Parisiennes are here for the sea’ 


baths; farmers in their broad felt hats 

and blue embroidered blouses, and as 

you look over the crowd, everywhere 

oa coifs look like wings of white 
rds. 

Now and then a family of English 
coming to do the morning market- 
ing as stiff as though they were on 
their own little island, a party of 
bicyclists, the women in blouses and 
knickerbockers, at whom the market 
women openly ‘sniff, and here and

DRIED FRUIT SITUATION. 


Eastern Markets Cleaned Up—About 
the New Crop. 

The representative in this city. of 
one of the large dried fruit shipping 
firms, who has just returned from a 
two months’ trip through the Eastern 
States, says that all lines of dried 
fruits, such as apricots, peaches and 
prunes, are completely cleaned up in 
the eastern markets. The only ex- 
ception noted was in raisins, of which 
there were still some small quantities 
on hand, but mostly poor stock. In 
California the same conditions ex- 
isted, the only thing in the shape of 
dried fruit in the State being raisins, 
of which there were about one hun- 
dred and fifty carloads still in hand 
from last year. 

Asked about the new-crop, he said 
growers were just beginning to talk 
apricots, but none had yet been of- 
fered. The orop of apricots this year 
was large all over the State, and tak- 
ing into consideration the present 
business stringency it might be ex- 
pected, he said, to see prices open low 
on the new crop. Eastern buyers 
could see a good, big new crop com- 
ing forward, so that from 5 to 5% 
cents would probably be the average 
opening price for the first half of July 
shipments. 

The present ,crop, while light, he 
said, in Southern California, was fairly 
heavy in the northern part of the 
State. In Oregon and Washington the 
prune crop this year would be very 
heavy, and, in his opinion, that fact 
would_tend to average down prices of 
the California article. The raisin crop 
would, he said, be about one thou- 
sand carloads more than that of last 
year, present estimates placing the 
yield at 4000 carloads, as against 3000 
for last year. A new feature in dried 
fruits in the eastern markets this year 
will be Georgia dried’ peaches, the 
Georgia growers being determined to 
see if they cannot utilize their peaches 
to as good an advantage as the Cali- 
fornia growers. “But they cannot,” 
concluded the dried-fruit man; “their 
goods will be all of a lower grade 
than the California article.”

FACTIONAL STRIFE. 


CONTENDING ELEMENTS IN CHINA- 
TOWN LINED UP FOR BATTLE. 


Singificant Communicatton to Chief 
Glass from the Consul-General 
at San Francisco—A See Yup 
Scheme to Raise a Lottery Pro- 
tection Fund. 


Much excitement prevails among the 
Chinese as a result of the recent raids 
on the lottery dens. It looks as though 
the old war between the See Yups and 


the Sam Yups is about to break wvut 


again, and that nothing short of blood- 
shed will settle the difficulties between 
the factions. 

As in San Francisco, and, in fact, 
all over the Coast, where the Chinese 
have a community of-their own, the 
highbinder organization known as. the 
See Yups is the very worst with which 
the police have to deal. The members 
operate at all times in defiance of law, 
and resort to all means, fair and foul, 
to attain their ends. They are gam- 
blers, blackmailers and law-breakers, 
and have resources and affiliations in 
every direction. 

The Sam Yups, on the other hand, 
are generally considered law-abiding. 
They are merchants and business men, 
and, though in a decided minority, usu- 
ally manage to maintain something 
like an even warfare against their ene- 
mies, the See Yups. In this commun- 
ity, as in all others, it suits the pur- 
poses of the See Yup highbinders to 
assert boldly that the police are in 
league with the merchant class. 
in most instances, is true only in so far 
as the constituted authorities endeavor 
to protect legitimate Chinese business 
men against the outrageous demands 
of the blackmailing element. 

Months ago the See Yup organization 
declared a boycott against all local 
Sam Yup stores. Unlimited trouble re- 
sulted, as the spies and agents of the 
highbinder society made personal at- 
tacks upon purchasers at the Sam Yup 
stores, snatched their purchases from 
their hands, and rendered life a bur- 
den generally -to all who defied their 
edict. Only yesterday a Chinese vege- 
table man from the country was as- 
saulted by a See Yup spotter for pur- 
chasing goods in a Sam Yup store, and 
his case is only one of daily occurrence 
in the Chinese quarter. 

The news of the threatened reopening 
of hostilities between the local tongs, 
or societies, traveled to San Francisco, 
and as a result Chief of Police Glass 
hast qrenine received the following tel- 
egram from the Chinese Consul-Gen- 
eral, located at that city: 

“Chief of Police Glass, Los Angeles: 
Information received that Chinaman 
was arrested yesterday for snatching 
goods from patrons of stores. Com- 
plaints on this score have been very 
frequent. Would respectfully ask you 
to use your best endeavors to have 
guilty persons arrested, and, if found 
guilty, punished severely, so that it 
may deter others from the commission 
of like offenses. “YU CHI YI, 

“Consul-General.”’ 

A local offshoot of the See Yup So- 
ciety is the Ching Hing Tong, whose 
members, mostly gamblers, are par- 
ticularly disturbed at the existing con- 
dition of things in Chinatown. Yes- 
terday an officer caught a member of 
the Tong plastering a big red and 
black poster on one of the Chinatown 
walls which are used as bulletin 
boards. He arrested the fellow for 
violating . the bill-posting ordinance, 
and at the same time pulled down the 
bill. Translated, it reads as follows: 

“The Ching Hing Tong gives out 
this notice so that every one who is 
connected with lottery can from now 
until the 22d of this Chinese month 
join themselves with this society at 
small cost, and from the 22d all joining 
will have to pay double the amount. 
Every one entering will have to pay 
cash, so that in case of trouble they 
will have ready money. This society 
is formed so that in case of trouble 
they will have the money to settle it, 
for the benefit of all concerned.” 

All in all, it looks as though the war 
between the factions is on in dead, 
Mongolian earnest. 


COTTON, NOT BRAINS. 


Experience of a Cook Who Took a 
Day Of at Santa Monica. 


Thomas Hannah, a cook employed at 
La Vita restaurant at Fourth and 
Broadway, took a day off yesterday 
and traveled to Santa Monica to hear 
Mb t the sad waves had to say.

When 
it was discovered that, in lieu of brains, 
the sufferer could produce nothing but 
chunks of absorbent cotton, and that 
he was not badly hurt, any way, the 
doctor sat him down in a chair, rather 
rudely, took eleven stitches in his 
gashed scalp, and sent him about his 
business.

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NEW ENGLAND SCHOOLMARMS 
AT THE NATION’S CAPITAL. 


A Congressman Mingles With Them 
and Spends a Pleasant and 
Profitable Morning. 


THE WONDERS OF THE CAPITOL. 


AN INTELLIGENT GUIDE IMPARTS 
MUCH INFORMATION. 


The Hall of Statues Rings With the 
Merry Laughter of the Maids 
Much to the Discomfiture 
of a Young Man.

CONGRESSMAN went to the 
the Capitol recently at a quarter 
to nine in the morning. The sky 
was almost fieckless, and the fo- 
liage was bathed in sunshine. A balmy 
spring breeze stirred the leaves of the 
t tind the birds Were singing in the 
lilacs ‘ahd acacias, A dozen wheelmen 
Were darting over the plaza like swal- 
Jows on the wing. There was a crowd 
at the main entrance of the great 
@rble structure. 
ancying that somebody had been 
prt, the Congressman mounted the 
képs and found that the crowd was 
eomposed of New England school 
Seine on their annual excursion, 


iting for admission to the rotunda. 

eteen out of twenty were women. 
Some were old and some were young. 
The faccs were typical American faces, 
intellectual and pretty. Having a cu- 
riosity to know what would interest 
them in a tour through the building, 
thé Congressnian joined the party. 
‘All were strangers to him. The doors 
were opened at five minutes of 9, and 
a. stream of eager faces poured into the 
rotunda. Another crowd of teachers, 
who had climbed the steps of the mar- 
ble terrace and entered the building 
on, the west, just joined the throng in 
tlie rotunda. They were met there by 
the railway agent who had accom- 
panied the party from Boston. Under 


his direction it was divided among the. 


Capitol guides. Each guide had charge 
of: about thirty persons, One group 
went toward the Senate chamber, and 
another toward the hall of the House, 
A third. visited the library and a fourth 
descended to the lower floor. The party 
separated so as to avoid confusion 
and give all an opportunity to hear 
what was said by the guides. 

A fifth group remined in the rotunda. 
The Congressman joined this group of 
young ladies. They were pert, band- 
@gome and neatly attired. A few wore 
eyeglasses and one or two carried 
lorgnettes. The principal of the State 
Normal School of Fitchburg, Mass., 
accompanied them, The guide who had 
them in charge was one who had made 
a study of the Capitol, and evidently 
knew what he was talking about. His 

. story was interesting. He fold how 
the Pians of-the building origin«zted and 

a town lot and $500 were offered for 

the best design. Out of eighty odd 

competitors, the committ ‘ 
two plans. One was drawn by Dr. Wil- 
liam Thornton, an English physician, 

a the other by Stephen Hallett, a. 

‘rench architect. President Washing- 
ton favored the plans of the English- 
man, and Thomas Jefferson those 
drawn by the Frenchman. Washinst>n 
finally convinced Jefferson that Thourn- 
ton’s plans were the best, end they 
were adopted. Before the corner-stone 
was laid it was discovered that the 
Englishman was only an amateur 
draftsman, and not an architect. The 
Frenchman was engaged to superin- 
tend the construction of the building 
according to Thornton’s drawings. 

It was interesting to note the atten- 
tion given by the young ladies to the 
story of the guide. They listened in- 
tently, and were eager to hear every 
The guide next described the 
aying of the eorner-etone. He added 
that the Senate wing was first con- 
structed and finished.in 1800. Work 
then began on the House wing, which 
was finished in 1811. The two buildings 
were connected by a bridge. Thorn- 
ton’s plans provided: for a dome, but 
the dome was not built until after the 
destruction of the wings by the British 
under Gen. Ross, -in 1814. In 1817 
the reconstruction of the building was 
begun, and it was completed in ten 
yeats. The Capitol remained thus un- 
til 1851. The House and Senate exten- 
sions were then built, and finished in 
1857 and ‘1889: The immense iron dome 
was finished in 1863. mh 

The guide then turned his attention 
to the paintings in the'rotunda. He 
began with the four Trumbull pictures, 
“The Declaration of Independence,” 
the “Surrender of Burgoyne,” the “Cap- 
ture of Cornwallis’’ and “Washington 
Resigning His Commission.” All have 
appeared repeatedly in echool books and 
historical works, and the teachers gazed 
at them in silent admiration. The other 
four great pictures were fully as fa- 
mous and interesting. They were “Em- 
barkation of the Pilgrims,” by Weir; 
the ‘“‘Landing of Columbus,” by Vander- 
lyn; the ‘‘Discovery of the Mississippi,” 
by Powell, and the “Baptism of Poco- 
hontas,”” by Chapman. All were Ameri- 
ean artists. The school teachers heard 
this with nods of satisfaction. $hen 

- their attention was directed to the 
Brumidi friezes, and his masterpiece, 
the canopy of-the rotunda. The friezes 
are so artistic that the teachers were 
slow to believé that they were paintings 
and not bas reliefs. 

The guide next called attention to the 
great bronze doors at the entrance. 
They were and cost 
the. government $28,500. The visitors 
éxamined them with great interest, but 
they manifested much more interest 
when they saw the bronze doors at the 
outsidé entrance to the Senate wing. 
These doors cost $56,000. The teachers 
were fielightéd to hear that they were 
cast in Chicopee, Mass. 
~From the-main entrance, where the 
platform has been erected for the in- 
auguration of the Presidents since the 
days of James Monroe, the guide con- 
ducted, the party through the old Con- 

éssional Library to the west portico. 

ere -Washington was spread. below 

them, buried in foliage. It is the finest 

view of the city. It was here that 

Humboldt stood when he said that this 

‘waa the most beautiful view of any city 

that he had seen in his travels around 
the world. 

The aight on this particular morning 
was enhanced in beauty by fleecy 
clouds. They cast their shadows upon 
the great obelisk erected to the memory 
of Washington. It was white as ala- 
baster, and the shadows chased each 
other from its foundation to its apex, 
while “the aluminum -point, 556 ‘feet 
from its base, sparkied at times like an 
immense Kohinaor. The party was 
charmed with the scene, and expres- 
sfons of adm'‘ration were heard on every 
eife, 
Zhe guide next led them to the old 
Senate chamber. now the Supreni¢ 
Court room. This was the room’ in 
which Webster delivered his famous 
reply to”’Hayne. and where Henry Clay 
awoke the world with his eloquence on

behalf of the Greek patriots. It was 
here also that Brooks assaulted Sum- 
ner, and that the electoral commission 
which made Hayes President met. 

Here the Congressman came to the 
front. He assured the young ladies 
that the guide was mistaken, as Henry 
Clay was a member of the House, when 
in 1824, he made his great speech on 
behalf of the struggling Greeks. 

Passing the  robing room of the 
judges of the Supreme Court the guide 
conducted the party.to the room in 
the Senate wing set apart for use of 
the President of the United States. It 
is said to contain the finest frescoes of 
any room on the western continent. 
Here is the choicest work of Brumidi. 
It was here that President Arthur sat 
when he signed the bill placing Gen. 
Grant on the retired list with full 
pay, in 1885. And here President.Har- 
rison signed: the McKinley Bill on Octo- 
ber 1, 1890. The President usually 
visits this room out of courtesy to 
Congress in the last days of each ses-: 
sion. Here he signs bills that have 
been passed, enrolled and engrossed in 
the last hours of the sessions. Alb 
Presidents but Mr. Cleveland have fol- 
lowed this precedent established by 
President Madison. Mr. Cleveland 
never visited the Capitol but once for 
this purpose. It was during his first 
term. The only time that he appeared 
here in his last term was to attend the 
funeral of Senator Vance of North 
Carolina. 

The teachers listened to the detailed 
‘statements of the guide with increased 


interest. Passing through the Marble 


Room, which is only the lobby of the 
Senate, they entered the sanctum of 
the Vice-President. It contains Rem- 
brandt Peale’s famous portrait of 
George Washington. It was in this 
room that Henry Wilson died while 
Vice-President of the United States. 
His bust in Carafa marble stands upon 
a bracket inserted in the wall. While 
Levi P. Morton was Vice-President,’ 
the Secretary of the Senate bought a 
magnificent ‘inkstand and placed it in 
this room. Mr. Morton, it is said, 
deemed this an unwarranted extrava- 
gance. He returned the $600 to the 
government and carried the inkstand 
away with him. 

Some Vice-Presidents have been ex- 
tremely gracious to visitors, while 
others keep the door closed. Adlai 
Stevenson was a great favorite, and 
Garret A. Hobart promises to become 
equally as great. Stevenson invariably 
left his door open, except on special 
occasions. He did more than this, for 
frequently he shook hands with the 
visitors, and called attention to the 
objects of interest in the room. The 
guide recalled the visit of some teach- 
ers from Haverhill,, Mass., the year 
before. Mr. Stevenson left the Vice- 
President’s chair to greet them. They 
were so charmed with him that ‘they 
wanted his autograph. At the sugges- 
tion of the guide the handsomest one 
of the party asked him to oblige her 
by giving it to her for an autograph 
fan. This opened the way for. the 
others, and Adlai lost half an hour in 
signing his name. While the Vice- 
President was thus. engaged Henry 
Cabot Lodge entered the room. ; 

“Oh, here is our Senator,” exclaimed 
one of the Haverhill beauties, “we cer- 
tainly must have his autograph.” 

The great-descendant of the Cabots 
of the time of Henry VII was over- 
come by this array of loveliness.

Hitherto efforts made to obtain Brit- 
ish capital for investment in the United 
States have been made for a specific 
purpose, and when that _capital was ob- 
tained, the agent, who Alw ays obtained 
a good share of the profits, did not care 
particularly how the enterprise turned 
out. It is*about time that an effort 
should be made to change the routine 
and divert capital in this direction in a 
systematic and businesslike manner. 

COMMERCIAL. 

MORE AROUT THE CRACKER 
WAR. The local cracker war, concern- 
ing which an extract was published in 
Sunday's Times from the Commercial 
Bulletin, continues to be the subject of 
much comment in commercial circles. 
in addition to the information con- 
tained in the article quoted on Sunday, 
the following facts are of interest: 

The cracker manufacturing, on the 
Pacific Coast is done mainly by four 
firms one in San Francisco, one in Port- 
land, Or., and two in Los Angeles, the 
most tmportant of the last-named be- 
ing the firm of Bishop & Co. of this 
city, which first started the manufac- 
ture of crystallized fruit, afterward ad- 
ding candy and crackers. 

Tne Portland Cracker Company is 
capitalized for the very large sum of 
$300,000, the assets being represented by 
four factories, built at boom prices, one 
at Portland, another at Tacoma, a third 
at Seattle and a fourth at Spokane, 
Wash. These factories have seen 
closed down for lack of business except 
the main factory at Portland. Some 
time ago the Portland Cracker Com- 
pany made advances to Bishop & Co., 
urging them to enter into an agreement 
and form a trust for the vurpose of 
dividing up the cracker business of the 
Coast and share profits, the idea being 
that the. other local concern, the 
Southern California Cracker Company, 
should be left out in the cold. Bishop 
& Co. did not relish the idea and refused 
to go into it. Meantime the Portland 
concern has been pushing its govods all 
over this section at reduced figures, 
whereupon Bishop & Co., seeing that a 
fight would have to be made, reduced 


the price of soda crackers, which had 


hitherto been sold to retailers at 
cents, less 10 per cent., to 4% cents 
net, Which is below the cost of produc- 
tion.. 

Had Bishop & Co. gone into the deal 
they would have had to put in their 
business at what it is worth, as against 
the greatly over-capitalized business 
of the Portland concern. 

The fight is likely to continue some 
time, and Bishop & Co. say that they 
are. ready to stay with it to the end. 
in‘order to bring pressure to bear upon 
them, the Portland company has in- 
duced a San Francisco candy firm to 
enter the fight &nd cut prices against 
Bishop's manufacture. The local firm 
still, however, has crystallized fruit and 
fruit pulp ih which it does a large and 
increasing business without competi- 
tion. 

Owing to the greatly reduced price 
at which ordinary crackers are now 
being sold, many consumers have 
jumped at the conclusion that there 
must have been a very big profit in 
these goods, whereas the fact is, that, 
as stated above, they are now selling 
belaw the cost of production.. Another 
erroneous idea which the public has 
obtained from the fact that the Port- 
land crackers have been sold for a con- 
siderable time below the cost of Los 
Angeles crackers is that the Portland 
make is a cheaper variety of goods, 
whereas, in fact, the two brands are 
practically the same. 

Los Angeles consumers should see 
the advantage of patronizing a local 
concern, which employs about one hun- 
dred men year in and year out, and 
which has always made a point of 
consuming home products. Bishop & 
Co. are now paying a higher price for 
their lithogranh work than that at 
which they could purchase it in the 
East. They recently

TWO MORE FIRES OF INCENDIARY 
ORIGIN, 


Firebugs Getting Numerous — An- 
mual Banquet of the Tuesday 
Evening Club—Y.M.C.A. Refuses 
to Accept the Resignations of 
the Directors—News Notes. 


PASADENA, June 15.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] Firebugs are abroad in 
ena. Two fires occurred late 


Monday night and the circumstances 


Strongly indicate that both were of in- 
cendiary origin. Only a week previous 
occurred the. fire in the cottage on 
North Marengo avenue, owned by W. 
H. Hill, and’ little doubt exists that it 
too, was caused by firebugs. In éach 
of the three ¢ases the house was va- 
cant, and in each the fire originated 
either in the basement or in the 
‘kitchen. The police are investigating 
the matter, but as yet no clew to the. 
criminals has been discovered. 

The first alarm Monday night was 
turned in about 11:15 p.m. from the 
corner of Marengo avenue and Villa 
street. The department responded 
promptly. The fire was in an unoccu- 
pied two-story frame dwelling on Park 
street between Los Robles and Ma- 
rengo avenues. It had been started in 
the basementand burned up through 
the parlor floor. The flames were ex- 
tinguished with the chemical apparatus 
before they had made much headway. 
The damage will probably not exceed 
$100, fully covered by insurance. The 
house was formerly occupied by John 
Fushia and is owned by Miss French 
of Los Angeles. 

The second alarm was turned in about 
1 a.m. from the corner of Orange 
Grove avenue and Bellefontaine street. 
The fire was in the vacant house, No. 
356 West California street, formerly oc- 
cupied by Mr. Gilmore. When the de- 
partment arrived the rear of the build- 
ing ‘was all ablaze. The fire had orig- 
inated in the basement, as in the other 
case, and had consumed a considerable 
part of the interior of the house before 
the department arrived. The flames 
were extinguished, however, by vigor- 
ous work, the damage amounting to 
about $400. The loss was fully covered 
by insurance. Gov. H. H. Markham 
and Hon. H. W. Magee are the owners 
of the property. 

' The insurance ents and Chief Tur- 
bett of the’ fire department are unani- 
mous in the opinion that the fires were 
incendiary. It seems probable that all 
of them were started by the same per- 
son or persons. In each case a vacant 
house was selected and the basement 
was chosen as the place for starting 
the fire.

CHINO. 


None but Whites Employed in the 
Chino Sugar Fields. 


CHINO, June 15.—f{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The statement made by 
State Labor Commissioner Fitzgerald 
to the effect that between 95 and 98 
per cent. of all the labor used in the 
beet fields of California is Japanese 
and Chinese, with the Chinese fast g£0- 
ing to the wall as against the competi- 
tion of the Japanese, is, to say the 
least, highly colored. Whatever con- 
ditions may prevail at Pleasanton, Al- 
varado, Watsonville and Salinas, all in 
Northern’ California, it would appear 
that a State officer should not make so 
Sweeping a statement without consid- 
ering the conditions throughout the 
State, and if he had given a thought to 
this section, where is the giant sugar 
factory of the State, he would have 
found that the conditions were just the 
opposite to those which he described. 
The fact is that thera is not a China- 
man or a Japanese on thé whole Chino 
ranch, nor has there been since the 
citizens, early in the history of the pro- 
duction of sugar, tendered a very 
pressing invitation, in the dark of the 
moon, to the few Chinamen here to 
pass beyond the city limits. The Japa- 
nese have never had: a foothold here, 
and hence there is no positive evidence 
that they would not be acceptable, but 
the probabilities are that they would 

t be-cordially -reeeived. It is, there- 
fore, evident that, taking the whole 
State, as the Labor Commissioner pro- 
fesses to do, his figures would have to 
be thoroughly revised, If all the labor 
in the northern sugar fields were done 
by Chinese and Japanese, still the fact 
that throughout Southern’ California 
the work is done by Americans, with a 
sprinkling of Buropeans, Mexicans and 
negroes, would bring the percentage of 
Asiatics employed to something like 50 
per cent., or about one-half what the 
figures of the Commissioner of Labor

RIVERSIDE, June 15.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The City Trustees. met

REDONDO BEACH. 


AND HOW IT LOOKED ON A WINDY 
DAY. 


A Heavy Westerly Gale Lasts All of 
Monday Night bat Does no Real 
Damage to the Wharves or 
Ships—Sights and Scenes Along 
the Road. 


To say that it blew at Redondo yes- 
terday hardly describes the situation. - 
It fairly piped and whistled, without 
the slightest evidence of a storm any- 
where near the shore, for the sky was 
cloudless and the bright sunshine made. 
the sea a fretted mass of blue, white 
and gold. The schooner J. B. Leeds, 
with a cargo of about 285,000 feet of 
lumber, had arrived on Monday after- 
noon and hauled into the dock to begin 
discharging the first thing in the morn- 
ing. But at 9 o’clock the wind began 
to howl from about W. % N. and this, 
of course, sent the big seas in broad- 
side over the docks. The tug Pelican 
lay there and hauled the schooner out 
to a safe anchorage. The little yachts 
and the tug rode it out, although a 
half-dozen seas broke over them con- 
secutively.. When morning broke, the 
‘Leeds hauled into the new wharf again 
and put out four or five. carloads of 
lumber, but the sea attained its great- 
est violence about 2 p.m. and the cap- 
tain gave orders to discontinue dis- 
charging. But as good luck would 
have it, the sea went down with the 
wind and the wind went down with the 
sun. By 7 p.m. the sea was quite 
calm and the whistling winds had gone 
into their prison caves for the night. 

During the gale the beach was cov- 
ered with flocks of sea birds that have 
found it impossible to stem the heavy 
head winds and sought the shores of 
the bay for a rest. They darted in 
after each retreating wave and then 
rushed out again as a monstrous com- 
ber would seek the sand with a roar. 
The long lines of bamboo poles on the 
docks had been reduced down to a 
dozen stragglers who were growling be- 
cause the fish did not bite better. And 
the sweet summer girl was conspicu- 
ous by her absence likewise. Stretched 
out upon a lounge in some room of the 
big hotel, with a novel in her hand, she 
read of the loves of Harold and Ane- 
thusa, while the clanging sea mews ca- 
reered proudly above the beach and 
wondered what had become of their 
graceful morning callers. And the 
children who used to shovel sand on the 
beach and bake pies in clam shells, 
where were they with their bare legs 
and their wide-brimmed hats? Nestled 
sungly away out of the wind in that 
deep play-ground back of the big hotel, 
designed by a good-hearted old Oregon 
steamboat pilot whose only boast was 
that he loved green fields and little 
children. 

The reporter took a journey through. 
the hotel, which has been newly car- 
peted and ‘refreshed in many other 
ways. From the upper windows he 
glanced out upon the sea as the sun 
sank lower and the sky turned a crini- 
son hue. Before the rapidly-dying gale 
a schooner was bowling along at a 
speed that wotld have demanded a 
Caseo or a’ Lurline to catch her, while 
a.poor old wheézing steam schooner 


had:all she could do.to make any. head- 


way against it: 


The Way was fast going when fhe 


train started out with a dozen. disap- 
pointed fishermen aboard, who started 
out with. high hopes and came back 
with empty baskets. The ride home 
was pleasant, though uneventful, as 
the train darted along through fields of 
green, waving corn and ripened barley. 
At Rosecrans Station a once-powerful 
man, bowed with the weight of seventy- 
odd years, waved a courteous salute to 
some friends. It was the veteran war- 
rior for whom the station is named, 
the first colonel of the noted Twenty- 
third Ohio Regiment and the last sur- 
viving ‘major-general of the civil war.

That such a thing is possible isto 
be gleaned from the New England 
journals, all of which complain of a 
great falling off in the harvest of the 
sea. Some of these days will come a 
stampede and we shall have 50,000 peo- 
ple scattered along between Santa Bar- 
bara and San Diego, and all dependent 
on fisheries for their living. Then the 
money that goes across the continent to 
pay for codfish, mackerel, etc., will all 
be kept here, in addition to having a 
home market for a great deal of farm 
produce that cannot now be shipped 
abroad at a profit.

AFTER THE MACHINES. 


OPERATORS REFUSING TO TAKE 
THE WARNING-MUST SUFFER. 


Detective Bradish Makes a Piay 
Against a North Main-street Ma- 
chine and Places the Owner Un- 
der Arrest—More to Follow. 


There are signs on the horizon which. 


indicate that the nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chines have got to go. That is to say, 
the machines which pay the player, in 
cash, a ridiculously-small percentage 
of the amount he plays against it have 
been “called in” and will not be al- 


lowed to operate in presence of the po- 
lice. 


The arrest of Henry Edelman and the 
confiscation of his 80-per-cent. machine 
has stimulated the authorities to re- 
newed efforte:in these lines, and if any 
of the cash-paying machines are left in 
operation at the end of the week it will 
be; because the police have been too 
blind to see them or the operators have 
been too stubborn to take the well- 
meant hint originally given out. 

Owing to the suddenness of the po- 
lice determination to abate the nui- 
sance of 80-per-cent. machine gambling, 
it was deemed advisable to inform the 
proprietors of places where these ma- 
chines were in operation that the law 
was being violated and there would 
have to be a change. In almost every 
instance throughout the city, saloon 
proprietors, on receipt of this “tip,” re- 
moved the objectionable machines and 
consequently escaped the trouble of ar- 
rest and prosecution. In certain in- 
stances, however, stubbornness, instead 
of discretion, has prevailed, and arrests 
are likely to follow from day to day 
until some sort of decent respect is 
shown for the law, made and provided. 

Yesterday Detective Bradish arrested 
F. D. Colby, who runs a place at No. 
1100 North Main street, and who has 
persisted in operating a cash-paying 
roulette machine in face of authorita- 
tive advices that he was violating the 
law. Before making the arrest and in 
oorder to assure himself he was right, 
Bradish tested the machine by actual 
play against it. He ascertained that, 
in the generosity of 
heart, it gave back to the player about 
25 cents out of every $1 he dropped 
into its capacious maw. This is a 
shade better than the Edelman ma- 
chine which, under a.careful test, was 
able to pay back Detectives Auble and 
Hawley only an average of 20 cents on 
the $1.
